In speaking 
of the shameful manner in which Dakota 
has been treated by the powers that be 
at Washington the Minneapolis TBIBUNE 
sajs: 


T ere are some principles so firmly re tab- 


1-sbed by n^age as to have become integral por- 
tion,- of our national constitution although not 


<• ccifically embodied in the written text. 'One 
i... those principles is the right of stateship. The 
territorial condition is a transient one. As soon 
as a territory has people enough fairly to entitle 
it to a representative in Congress, and has 
shown itself capable of self-government, it is 
its right to demand and receive the privileges 
Of a sovereign and equal state. It is' thedn'y 
of congress to admit such territory with as 
little delay as possible. To make a narty ques- 
tion of it is a crim-. Wilfully to exclude half 
a million of American citizens in Dakota from 
any voice in determining who shall he the pros... 
dent is no less an outrage than the disfranchiBe- 
ment of southern Bcpnbhcans by shotgun in- 
timidation. 


The ordinance of 1787 provided that when any 


of the states carved out of the Northwest 
Territory should have sixty thousand inhabi- 
tants, it-should have a right to admission into 
the Union, "on an equal footing with the 
original states, in all respects whatsoever." 
Dakota is a part of the Louisiana purchase. 


The governor's appeal 'for the admission of 


Dakota on these grounds as a state is not by any 
njpans too strong and indignant. It is out- 


j rageous that so many people accustomed to 


state institutions and the duties of citizenship, 
experienced, intelligent and American, with 
f 80,000,000 of taxable property, and a constant 
and enormous addition to their numbers, should 
be compelled to endure the disadvantages of a 
crnde and provincial government. Dakota's 
just claims for recognition nave been ignored 
too lon^. The narrow and bigoted partisan 
policy of the democrats in turning a deaf ear to 
her ia not the least of the blunders with which 
their party is credited. It is to be hoped that 
the next congress can be made to realize some- 
thing of the justice of the territory's appeal 
This able and full report cannot fail to help to 
bring that about-. 


In the treaty of 1803 by which France ceded to 
the United States its vast domain west of the 
Mississippi, is the following sentence: "The 
inhabitants of the ceded territory shall be 
incorporated in the Union of the United States 
and admitted as loon as possible, according to 
he principles of the federal constitution, to 
the enjoyment of all the rights, advantages and 
immunities of citizens of the United States." 
Under this clause Arkansas, and other territories 
which have since become states, claimed their 
right to admission. 


These citations are not given to prove the 


existence of a Ipgal, technical right, but merely 
to show evidence of the general right as a long 
recognized principle of our political system. 
Congress has no more right to keep Dakota out 
of the Union permanently than it has to put 
Massachusetts out. 


This very obvious truth has become pertinent 


and timely in view of the fact that another 
democratic congress has been elected. The 
forty-nm'h congress will not expire until 
Marcfr; 1887. There is not uinch probability 
that it will admit Dakota, either whole or 
divided. The present congress kept Dakota out 
in order to deprive the republicans of its 
electoral vote and of ita delrga tions' in both 
houses of congress. There will be more reason 
than ever for desiring to exo'.nde republicans 
from the senate, and Dakota may expect to st^y 
in the cold until an honest and decent party 
recovers control of the government in all its 
branches.

I hope that I 
shall be out of the profession before ttiat 
time comes. I'm getting on in years and I'm 
weary of wandering round and round the 
country. I want my home." 


"Well, now that you have been on" the 


stage so long, would you advise any young 
man or woman to adopt the theatrical pro- 
fession?"

"I would not, as it is now. It is a dog's 


life. The hardships of a sailor's existence 
are nothing to what an actor must endure. 
You are on the march all the time for eight 
of nine months in the year. You have got 
to hold yourself in readiness to move at the 
shriek of a whistle or the sound of a bell. 
All matters are one to yon. Disease and 
death may threaten, but still you must not 
falter: trains must be caught, dates must be 
kept. Home life is something that the actor 
knows only as a treasure cherished by other 
men. It exists not for him. If Le can manage 
to gather his family round him and settfe 
down 
bfside 
his 
own 
hearth- 


stone, as I have done here, it is for a few 
weeks only. Then at the sound of the old 
bell he must pack up his household idols 
nail up his door and march, march, march 
the weary round of the months once mor* 
Ee goes one. way, his wife perhaps goes 
another and his children go a third. One 
may not see any of the others again until the 
sammer returns. At most, all that can be 
hoped for is a chance meeting HQW and again 
when busine:s engagements bring one withii. 
reach of the other. My wife and I travel to 
gether now. We could make money apart 
but I have waived all that." 


"Do you grow weary of hotel life?'4 
"Weary? That does not half express it 


Many of the hotels into which one must gc 
are abominations. I have time and timt 
again gone away hungry from hotel table 
because the staff set before me was unfit tc 
oat. The hotels in the big cities are all ri<*ht 
but no one can tel! what sort of place he wiii 
get into m~the little towns. But it is not th« 
physical discomforts that are the most pain- 
ful. 
There are mental sufferings that are 


keener than those." 


KEENER THAN PHYSICAL SUFFERING. 


"I do not understand." 
"Well, it is a painful subject to touch up-n 


You know that prejudice always is ftron-wt 
and lasts longest in country towns 'we 
actors know and feel that. 
Tho people in 


the little places sometimes forget that ths 
theatrical prbfession, like all others, is made 
up of the good and the bad. They make no 
distinction of class. 
They treat us all 


alike, and that is as if we were pickpocket^- 
yes, as if we were pickpockets. When we 
strike 
a 
town of this sort the women 


of the company sometimes lock themselves 
up in their rooms and have a good cry. And 
the same feeling of ten obtains possession of 
the men, too, and I many a time feel like re- 
maining in my apartments and never leav- 
ing them, except to go down to the theatre. 
But the whole system that now prevails in 
theatrical management must soon go under 
It will fall of its own weight. Under ifc 
now the smallest country towns have a 
greater number of attractions than cities 
like New York or Philadelphia.

Hecorations.

On tae m rn ng .of the loth the city pre. 


senled a scene ot enchantment; on every 
bide the Mexican tri-color of red, white and 
green met the eye, mingled in many places 
with the banners of other natiSns; flags of 
all sorts and sizes floated in the fresh morn- 
ing breaze, even the unsightly taleTaph 
poles were decked with pennons, and garlands 
of evergreens adorned the whole length 
of the principal thoroughfares. At each cor- 
ner of t: e miin avenue a triumphal aich had 
been erected; the first two composed of fla^ 
tastefully draped, were the offer Jigs of the 
military college and of the German citizens- 
another with graceful festoons of Spanish 
mots, from Chapultepec, which, wLea illu- 
minated by electricity looked like curtains of 
the innest lace, was donated by tbe Jockey 
club, while the Trench colony contribated 
one that was a model of elegancs and good 
taste, as a delicate token ot appreciation for 
the sympathetic interest shown by the Mexi- 
cans in the feast of the 14th of July.

the caual in the midst of the Chinampas or 
floating gardens which supply the ' capital 
with the greater part of its taLle pioduce 
This work of art, which was unique of its 
kind And truly extraordinary on account of 
the material employed as well as the time 
and patience expended hi arranging them 
was composed almost entirely of vegetable^ 
so grouped together as to form nosegays ro- 
settes and designs of various kinds. The 
Mexican coat of arms was perfectly repre- 
sented, the eagle being formed of garlic sur. 
mounting a branch of real cactus, with a 
background of those yellow blossoms known 
by the Indians as the "flowers of the dead " 
which apparently have a mystic signification 
to them. 


When one takes into account the size of 


this column-about forty-five feet high, and 
wide in proportion—and the quantity of 
material m the shape of cabbages, cauliflow- 
ers, turnips, radishes, beans, chilis, etc re- 
quired to cover it, as well as the elaborate- 
ness of the ornamentation, one is filled with 
amazement at tha thought that untutoie 1 
Indians should have been the authors of so 
curious and beautiful a piece of work. The 
"agricultores" of Ixtacalco certainly had 
reason to be satisfied with the tribute of 
admiration paid to then- vegetable arch, for 
from early morn until far into the night a 
dense crowd of wondering spectators stood 
before it. constantly changing in character 
and elements, but alike in the unceasing 
murmur ot comments which resembled tlia 
hum of an immense bee-h.ve.

torial institution without locating it, and in 
such an ill-constructed sentence as that em- 
ployed by the Associated Press in speaking of 
the Jamestown asylum. 


The stenographer to whom the gover- 


ernor dictated his report was then seen 
and the following verbatum extract from 
the report secured: 


The territory is well supplied with institu- 


tions of a penal and benevolent character. Since 
the last report of the governor the additional 
wing to the hospital at Yankton, for which 
$77,000 was appropriated by the legislature of' 
1882, has been completed and occupied. This 
hospital has at present 150 patients, is will con- 
structed and compares favorably in its general 
management with many of the older institutions 
of the country. 


A new, though somewhat smaller asylum has 


just been completed at Jamestown on the line 
of the Northern Pacific railroad, one hundred 
miles east of Bismarck. This is built of brick 
and stone, on the modern cottage plan, is plain, 
but neat and substantial, and will have accom- 
modations for fifty patients. 


The report will be published in full 


soon, and copies will be distributed. It 
will be observed that simply the words 
"at Jamestown" were omited in the as- 
sociated press synopsis.

Watching it several days he sees 
a strange individual go and come, and finally 
disappear in a frail boat down the placid Bed. 
He investigates with the following result, as 
told by the Democrat:

[An Ex-Confed's Letter.] 


Ah! who that has participated therein can 


ever forget the misery endured in that 
memorable siege? The line of intrenchments 
of the defense between the two rivers, the 
York and the James, was perhaps four or 
five miles long; ard there was not a spot of 
ground in the rear for a mile that was not 
constantly searched by toe cunnon-shot and 
rifle-balls of the Federals. As tbe force then 
present was not more than sufficient to man 
the breastworks in case of a sudden attack, 
an! one was expected momentarily, it was 
necessary to have the regiments within easy 
reach. There are no such tilings as hills and 
hollows in that God-f orsaken country it is 
as flat as a billiard-table; and to have en- 
camped the troops on open ground would 
nave subjected them to a certain loss that 
would have been criminal on the part of the 
general. Those, then, of the regiments not 
mthe trenches were compelled to hudlle in 
the bomb-proofs just behind thsm; and, if 
Hell has any worse torture than was experi- 
enced by the men in these hideous dens, then 
I want to Join the church immediately. 


IN THE BOMB-PROOFS. 


Dark, foul-smelling, without ventilation, 


swarming with vermin, the floors of rough 
split slabs, covered with two inches of mud 
and filth, it was impossible to get ra-t for a 
moment, even when overstrained natuiegave 
way to semi-unconsciousness. Added to this 
the dens were so crowded at aU times that it 
was difficult to find a place to sit down, much 
less to recline. It was only on rainy, dark 
nights, when the crackle of the sharp- 
shooters ceased for a while and only an 
occasional cannon-shot crashed 
through 


the brushwood that the tortured troops could 
venture out to breathe the fresher air. This 
misery continued for a wee c at a time before 
arelef was sent; and during that time the 
men had not one morsel of warm food or a 
drop of warm drink, for all the cooking Lad 
to be dime two miles in the rear, and it v-as 
strictly forbidden to light a fire in or near 
the trenches. Numbers were prostrated with 
chills and fever and other forms of malarial 
sickness; and I Solmnly assert tnat on several 
occasions during the purgatorial experience 
in these foul loles in the ground men rushed 
out in a frenzy, preferring instant death to 
the slow torture—and they generally got 
what they sought for.

DEAD MAN'S TREE." " 


There was some of the finest sharpshooting 


done in that seige that the war developed. It 
was said—I know not with what truth—that 
on the Federal side there were a number of 
English sportsmen of high degree, who, get- 
ting tired of shooting tigers in India, had 
come over "to take a pot shot at the rebels." 
At any rate, old soldiers will recollect the 
story of "Deid Man's Tree." This was a huge 
dead tree situated fully a thousarid yards 
from the Confederate trenches; and among 
its limbs, forty or fifty feet from the ground, 
a Federal sharpshooter had made himself an 
impregnable nest, so to speak. His view of 
the rear of the Confederate works was con- 
fined to a limited space on account of jutting 
points of Voods; and it was almost certain 
death for a man to walk slowly across that 
space. Everybody who had occasion passed 
it on a run. One day some men of the Sev- 
enteenth Virginia infantry were sat to work 
to dig a covered way across this fatal spot, 
and, forgetting themselves, rested for a mo- 
ment by sitting on the side of 1 h3 ditch. In- 
stantly Mr. Sharpshooter got in his work by 
clipping tha heel of one and mortally wound- 
ing another with one bullet Every means 
was tried to get rid of this champion shot, 
even to training a rifled battery on him; but, 
if he disappeared for a tune, he always came 
op smiling, perched in his eyrie, when his 
particular ground was invaded. During the 
siege he must have killed and wounded fulh 
a dozen men. 


IN THE TRENCHES. 


The discomfort in the trenches was almost 


as painful and demoralizing as the life in the 
bomn-proofs. On account of the constant 
sharpshooting by day and ni^ht, and the fre- 
quency of the cannon shot?, the reliefs weiv 
divided into six hours on and six off. 
NOT\ 


it rained almost every day while the siegj 
was m antained, and the whole country 1 
marshy and swampy, water being struck a! 
most anywhere two feet below the surface 
so that the trenches always had a foot and ! 
half up to two feet of water in them. The 
troops were unprovided with sufficipnt cloth 
ing for this work, such heavy baggage a^ 
overcoat-, extra blankets, etc., having beei 
left behind. To stand thigh-deep inwate 
for six hours, in the early spnn^ nighfe. 
chilled to the bone, and afi aid to move a! 
most for fear of getting a bullet through the 
head, was a velry unpleasant experience; but 
it was a relief at least from the horrors ot 
the bomb-proof. 


OWLS. 


If there is a place on earth more infested 


with owls—great white owls, big horned 
owls, screech-owls, and all other kinds ol 
owls—then it has never been set down in the 


to. No sooner had night fallen than they 
™»nenced their "who-whoing" and blood- 


.g shrieking and laughing in and 


among^the tall junipers which stood between 
the opposing trenches, and oftentimes they 
would swoop at the heads of the sentries, 
brushing their faces with their wings, as if 
glorifying in the knowledge that the dis- 
gusted soldiers dare not fire npo;i them. 
Oftentimes these devilish birds would create 
a false alarm by some execrable and unac- 
customed noise, and then both sides would 
begin to load and fire at will, the batteries 
joining in, with all the noise and fury of a 
regular battle. These owls caused a greater 
waste of ammunition in that siege than did 
the commands of the officers. 


FROM THE GUNBOATS. 


But there was another feature of the siege 


which was peculiarly harrassing to the Con- 
federated The army of Johnston here first 
learned the power of the gunboats. The gun- 
boat fleet lay in the Tors river, some two 
and a. half miles below Yorktown, where the 
left battery of tbe defense was planted; and, 
w th their fifteen-inch Rodman cannon an i 
mortars, they were enabled to plant shell at 
nearly any point of the line of defense. The 
gunboats, kept up their fight n ght and day. 
and occasionally did fearful execution \\ iC. 
their shells. Xo soldier L, there who does no 
dread to undergo a shelling; but. whrr, 
huge fifteen-inch shells are dropping around 
seemingiy from the clouds, siiak.n^ ti e o id 
earth with the.r explosion and tiLng cne an 
witb burn jig mijles, and no o .e know- 
where tlie next will drop, the sifcuafciou ba- 
gets a nervous apprehension t.iat it woalu 
take very brtle to extend to a panic ant. a 
general skedaddle to the rear.

THE ROGUE'S GALLERY. 


TlM» Popular Idea Incorrect—Stroll

The first thing a stranger wants to see u 


the rogue's gallery. The experience of year, 
has attested that But the public's idea oi 
this criminal portrait gallery is not a room 
full of portraits of offenders. It is not a gal- 
lery at all. It is a larga black-walnut 
trame which contains in small 
spaces 


tabulated 
and 
numbered, 
all 
the 


criminals who have been known as profes 
sumal culprits for years. An accompanying 
hand-book contains the records of each. The 
law directs that an offender must be con- 
victed before his picture is placed on exhibi- 
tion. But there have been instances years 
ago where men w ho have been only arrested 
for common crimes and whose guilt was un- 
sustained were photographed for the gallery 
During the investigation of the Stewart 
grave robbery an example was brought 
to light and a suit was begun against the po- 
lice. Since that time the letter of the law 
has not been violated. 


Through a small apartment the museum is 


reached. It is a handsomely-furnished room, 
but the eye takes in few details of uphol- 
•stery or the like. About the room are objects 
invested wi b a fearful interest. A glass case 
rises to the ceiling on either side, and in 
each are the most tragical objects to be seen 
in any collection on the coi tinent. Great 
old-fashioned pistols that have long ago 
pastel out of use, murderous revolvers of 
every caliber, and strange unfamiliar weap- 
ons that clearly have been made to serve 
special murderous use—they all hang to- 
gether, with a scroll attached to each, and an 
inscription upon it. These inscriptions are 
gruesome reminders of half-forgotten crimes. 
They each commemorate a tragedy. 


But that is not all. The cases bristle with 


daggers. There are long, sharp stilettoes 
and broad dirks, and keen-edged bowie- 
kime-:, with tiny, innocent-looking shreds of 
steel that, for all their fragility, have de- 
stroyed human lives. And here behind them 
is. the most painful sight of all—a cluster of 
black hoods that have mercifully hidden the 
convulsions of strangling murderers. The 
walls are decorated in harmony with the rest. 
There are portraits suspended on them, brutal, 
distorted faces as they are and horribly 
deathlike as they seem in this tragic cham- 
ber. They are all large pictures of promi- 
nent criminals which Inspector Byrnes pre- 
pared the better to impress their features 
upon his men. Looking upon them, one can 
undei stand how difficult the recognition of a 
culprit can be made, for most of the cunning 
rogues of t jo f cTHection have, during the en- 
forced "sitting," twisted their faces out of all 
semblance to their actual appearance. To 
aid the work of identification a record is 
kept of some peculiarity which, despite the 
twisted features, generally enables the cul- 
prit to be singled out.

He in- 
forms the captain that he did the best he 
knew how; that he could not do any better- 
that he "wa'nt brought up to take back slack 
from nobody," and that just as soon as the 
trip is over he will laave the vessel and either 
go bark to the farm or else ship wit£ some 
one who can appreciate his honest services 
ihe coast captain, however, is usually 
allowed to handle his own vessel, and his im- 
portant orders are promptly obeyed. But ia 
unimportant matters he cannot look for the 
same obedience.

he Democratic Celebration. 


Perhaps the largest democratic demonstra- 


tion ever witnessed in Dakota territory was 
ibat which was made in Bismarck Monday. 
The buildings owned or occupied by democrats 
were all decorated profusely, and the faithful 
ew who have been dancing around on the 
jnteide for twenty-four years ; who have b:en 
landing ont in the cold for years, rapping and 
leading at the golden gate ; they who have 
been standing bare footed and shivering, with 
he lower extremities of their npper under 
linen quivering in tha night breeze of the 
winter of their p >litical discontent; these all 
if them and several more were ont last night in 
he greatest democratic celebration ever wit- 


esed in Dakota. The decorations were beau- 


tiful. Streamers and banners waved gaily from 
windows and signs. A string of small fl*gs, 
w ith a large flag in the center, were stretched 
'rom the Western Union telegraph office to the 
iismarck National bank block, and over the 
arge fl»g in the center was a life sized portrait 
if Cleveland. 
Another line of flags was 


tretched across Fourth street from the Inter- 
national hotel to the Griffin block, and still 
another from Malloy & Stoyell's livery stable to 
he Griffin block. Tbe speaker's stand on Main 
treet was very handsomely decorated with flags 
and bunting. Through the courtesy of Captain 
iockwell of the Ordinance Department, two 
brass cannon were' brought from Fort Lincoln 
with a detachment of soldiers, and at noon the 
national and presidential salutes were fired, 
while the Garfield light gnard band furnished 
music. In the evening tbe procession was 
iormed on Third street, marching to Meigs, 
west on Meiga to Second, south on Second to 
Main and thence east to Eighth, north to 
Thayer, west to First, and thence to the 
speaker's stand. The procession was the* largest 
of a political nature ever witnessed in Bis- 
marck, being over a mile long and including 
Kindreds of torches. The Mandan democrats 
came over in a special train and joined in the 
demonstration. They were an important part 
of tha procession, and were, rewarded by having 
the greater portiou of the Bismarck panders 
accompany then/ jhome and join them in a 
celebration at a later hour.
